The deck hands rushed up and down, warn- 
ing the passengers to look to their life 
preservers, for the?Metis was going

and hammering had begun, quickly counted 
at the terrible realization of their peril. 
Down, pons # deeper, went the veasel 
until her bulwarks were under the water an 
the waves came sweeping over her deck. 
Nearly every soul on board bad tried to reach 
the upper deck. Some succeeded and some 
failed, and were lost. Others plunged into 
the sea, and were washed far away. 

A rush was made for the boats which were 
promptly lowered, and amid the wildest 
shrieks the terrified passengers made des- 

ate exertions to crowd into them. The 

etis had now sunk below her guards, and 
several persons had just run up from their 
berths only to meet a terrible fate. The 
main deck was packed with huge bales 
of cotton, and as they began to 
float about many passengers got hemmed 
in and were ~ either drowned or 
crushed to death, but the scenes above were 
truly appaliing. Death stared every one in 
the face. Of the entire number of souls 
only some fifty-three remained on the hyrri- 
cane deck, others had disappeared in dark- 
ness. In the mean while, Captain Barton 
and the officers of the vessel were behaving 
with commendable coolness and, in com- 
pliance with o:ders, all hands were provide: 
with life preservers. At length tbe deck 
upon which stood the terrified people parted 
from the bull, owing doubtless to the great 
pressure of the cotton bales, and in a few 
minutes the Metis sank, leaving the floating 
deck with its crew to the mercy of the waves. 

The collision had taken place at exactly 
twenty minutes to 4 o’clock, and three-quar- 
ters of an hour had elapsed from that time 
to the complete separation of the deck from 
the bull of the steamer. It is impossibie to 
give any idea of what ensued. Bewil- 
dered and shuddering at their sur- 
roundings, many at once jumped off 
deck and were drowned. Women clung to 
basis FAM cen apd, real ed, that ether, ebowld 
they could not make out where they were 
and as the awful feeling prevailed that the 
deck was drifting out to sea, it was indeed a 
night of horror. Atlength morning dawned 
and the shore of Watch Hill was | 
discerned ; but the wind had not abated much, 
and although by this time those on the deck 
had made themselves somewhat secure. fears 
were entertained lest the heavy sea then run- 
ning would sweep them off. Nearer and 
nearer the floating remnant of the veasel ap 
proached the shore, and finaily struck bot- 
wom. This was a signal note, and in half a 
dozen seconds the nearly exhausted and 
perishing passengers plunged into the surf to 
trust to fate. The deck soon after went to 
pieces, and many seized hold of the debris 
and were swept ashore alive. In one in- 
stance a lady with her two children, one 
under each arm, was carried safely 
through the surf. Human beings were 
seen struggling in every directions, 
some were struck by floating timbers and 
swept senseless high upon the high beach, 
others were unable to hold out any longer and 
succumbed, but were fizally washed ashore 
in a dying condition.

The fact that she 
struck the steamer fairly amidships proves, 
in the opion of the officers of the A ete 
sett, that she was sniling her wrong course. 
They believe that the schooner after striking 
the steamer and burying her bowsprit in her 
slewed around and widened the reni, allowing 
uhe sea to rush in in 4 great volume. 

There appears to be some doubt whether 
che schooner Neitie Cushing, now at New 
London, is the boat that did the damage. 

yne of her crew, it is said, declares that the 
steamer with which the Cushing came into 
ollision was a white one, with side wheels. 
jome persons believe that the Metis sank the 
schooner that struck her, and that the Cash- 
ag was in collision With another steamer. 
Phe first officer of the Narragansett believes 
shat the namber of persons lost does not 
exceed forty-five. He says that there were 
ianumerabie schooners cruising arvand the 
-cene of Cisaster, and that many persons 
thouglit to be drowned have been picked up. 
He was told that several men and wome: 
uad been reseued by small vessels; tut the 
saddest thing of all was in the ssivun if the 
Narragansett where sat a young woraan, 
poorly but peatiy dressed, weeping silenti¢ 
near the spot wiere the dead body of her 
uusbend lay.
